Your  hours  at  the  theatre  should  always  be  followed  by 
dinner,  and  more  cocktails  than  you  can  stand. 

6.  Be  sure  you  have  no  Christmas  Crib  in  yorur  home.  A  gay,  sparkling 
tree  alone  gives  a  much  more  religion-free  atmosphere. 

2.  If  you  are  a  Catholic 

1.  Prepare  your  minds  and  hearts. 

Think  often,  no  matter  what  your  hands 
may  be  doing  at  that  moment,  of  the 
wonder  that  the  Son  of  God  should  be¬ 
come  a  man,  walk  among  men,  suffer 
as  men  do.

This  is  the  birthday  of  the  Son  of'  God. 

And  like  all  birthdays  it  should  be  pro¬ 
perly  celebrated.  But  why  turn  it  into 
a  brawl. 

4.  The  most  important  thing  you  can 


possibly  do  on  Christmas  day  is  receive 
the  infant,  whose  birthday  is  celebrated, 
in  Holy  Communion. 

5.  This  is  also  the  birthday  of  the 
model  Holy  Family — the  model  upon 
which  your’s  is  supposed  to  be  built. 
Give  your  family  all  your  attention  then 
today. 

6.  Christmas  is 
also  childrens’ 
day.  Even  though 
you  have  grown 
up,  be  child-like 
enough,  humble 
enough,  simple 
enough,  to  make 
a  good  Confes¬ 
sion,  The  only 

thing  most  of 
really  grow  up  in  is  PRIDE,  and  like 
most  malignant  growths  pride  is  re¬ 
moved  only  with  great  pain,  the  pain  of 
a  good  confession. 
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‘‘Pin-Ups”  And  The  Crucifix 

You  cannot  play  with  a  jungle  kitty.  You  may  put  it  on  a  leash,  feed  it 
cream,  and  pet  it  thinking  it  is  contented.  But  jungle  kitties  want  meait. 
They’ll  get  it  even  if  it  means  your  leg.  There’s  no  palying  friends  with  a, 
wild  cat. 

It’s  the  same  thing  with  temptations.  They’ll  get  you  if  you  don’t  get  them 
first. 

Pin-Ups  belong  to  a  species  of  moral  jungle  kitties.  If  some  one  can  demon¬ 
strate  how  they  can  be  other  than  occasions  of  sin,  he  has  the  markings  of 
a  great  thinker,  or  perhaps  like  the  printers  of  those  famous  little  “Blue) 
Books,”  of  a  great  stinker.

Can  you 
honestly  imagine  anything  as  abhorrent 
as  the  walls  of  a  Catholic  student’s 
room  splattered  with  gobs  of  riotously 
colored  anatomy.  Buried  in  this  grand 
exposition,  a  sorrowful  lonely  crucifix 
tries  to  breathe  an  atmosphere '  of  pure 
love  and  sacrifice.  Grand  wonder  that 
Catholic  men  so  try  to  compromise! 

Another  grand  contradiction  is  a  stu¬ 
dent’s  desk,  complete  with  picture  of 
sweetheart,  sister,  mother  or  the  Bles¬ 
sed  Virgin.  On  the  walls,  serving  as 
background  for  these  women  whom  any 
man  is  bound  to  respect  is  a  bevy  of 
undraped  forms  from  the  lurid  pages  of 
“Esquire”,  or  some  other  pornographic 
magazine. 

Men,  it  just  can’t  be  done.  It  doesn’t 
make  sense!

ATLANTA  HOTEL  TRAGEDY 


Christ  was  at  that  fire.  The  news 
accounts  did  not  describe  it  quite  that 
way.  Reporters  simply  said  that 
“priests  were  present  giving  the  Last 
Rites  to  the  dying.”  When  a  priest 
hears  of  an  accident,  he  rushes  to  the 
scene  with  the  Holy  Oils  and  anoints 
the  dying  person  whom  he  thinks  to  be 
a  Catholic.  The  Last  Rites  means  that 
the  priest  is  administering  the  Sacra¬ 
ments  of  Extreme  Uuction. 

Extreme  Unction  is  really  Christ 
come  to  help  the  person  to  enter  heaven. 
We  can  say  that  Christ  is  invisibly  pre¬ 
sent  when  the  priest  anoints.  Through 
the  anointing  with  Holy  Oil,  Christ  for¬ 
gives  the  recipient  of  the  Sacrament  all 
his  sins,  mortal  and  venial,  even  though 
he  is  unconscious.  The  person,  of  course, 
must  have  some  love  of  God  in  his  heart 
to  obtain  this  merciful  forgiveness.  Our 
Blessed  Lord  forgives  (♦nly  where  he 
finds  sorrow  for  sin  prompted  at  least 
by  fear  of  hell,  or  a  fear  of  losing 
heaven.

Christ  himself  pays  up  a  great 
amount  of  that  indebtedness  in  virtue 
of  Extreme  Unction,  and  He  encourages 


the  dying  person,  if  he  is  conscious,  to 

suffer  patiently,  and  thereby  pay  the 
remainder  of  the  debt. 

This  fire,  like,  every  disaster,  reminds 
you  to  be  ready  for  sudden  death.  It 
should  remind  you,  too,  to  learn  to  call 
for  a  priest  when  injured  or  seriously 
sick,  and  to  call  a  priest  for  relatives 
and  friends  who  are  seriously  ill.  For 
a  Catholic  the  priest  is  more  important 
than  a  doctor.  A  priest  brings  Christ 
who  is  your  God,  and  when  you  have 

God  you  have  everything.
